Statement ol sen ices for which t)ie decoration has been 
awarded. 

In the afternoon of the 5th May, 1974, a serious commu- 
nal riot biohe out in the Azad Market (Sadar Bazar/ area of 
Delhi. On receiving information Shri V. P. Marwah, the 
then Deputy Inspector General of Police reached the spot. 
As Shri Marwuh was getting a grip* over the situation, he was 
hit by a bullet and was seriously injured. He had to be re- 
moved to the hospital. 

On hearing about the deteriorating situation, Shri P. R. 
Rajgopn), the then Inspector General of Police, Delhi, rushed 
to the spot, tool: command of the police force which was 
showing signs of sagging morale and went forward despite 
Ihe firing directed ut him. The rioters had set fire to a 
number of houses and establishments. Fire Brigade was be- 
ing prevented from moving forward to extinguish fire by the 
snipers who continued firing at the Police and Fire Brigade. 
Shri Rajgopal directed the police party to fire at the place 
from where shots were coming. He was able to silence the 
fire. Meanwhile, a furious mob had collected and insisted 
on searching the house from which they suspected lire was 
being directed on the crowd. * Shri Rajgopal had the house 
searched and saved it from (he attack bv the mob. On re- 
ceipt of information that o timber depot had been set on fire, 
he proceeded to disperse the crowd by resorting to firing. He 
himself intervened and rescued some children who had been 
trapped in a mosque which was being set on fire. 

In this operation Shri P. R. Rajgopal showed exceptional 
courage, drive and devotion to duty fit grave personal risk 
and succeeded in effectively controlling ihc riot and preventing 
its spread to other areas. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the awatd of the President’s Police Medal for 
pallnn'rv and consequently carries with it the special allowance 
ndmiViblc under rule 5, with eJi'ccl fiom the Jth May, 1974.

State ment of Services for which the Decoration has been 
Awarded. 

On the Jth November, 1978 ,tho Akalis organised a 
demonstration against the Nirankaris who were holding a 
Samagam near India Gate, New Delhi. In order to prevent 
the demonstrators proceeding tp the Nirankari Sant Samagam, 
Shrimati Kiran Bcdi, Deputy Commissioner of Police was 
deployed with half a section of gas squad id C-Hexagon on 
Ashoka Road. The demonstrators proceeded from Bangla 
Sahib Gurdwara to Windsor Place where they were stopped 
by the Police force and some of them were arrested for vio- 
lating the prohibitory order which had been promulgated 
under section 144 Cr. P.C. Some of the demonstrators broke 
the police cordon and proceeded towards India Gate. On 
reaching C-Hexagon, they were stopped by Smt. Bedi. In 
the meantime, on receiving information that about 700-to 800 
demonstrators had reached Ashoka Road with an intention 
to force their entry into the Samagam, she immediately left 
for the place of trouble and charged the demonstrators with 
a cane. At that time she had only one platoon of police at 
her disposal. The demonstrators indulged in brick-batting. 
After successfully checking their advance, she came to C- 
Hcxagon Crossing where she found that the number of 
demonstrators bad increased from about 25 to about 100, 
Despite inadequate police force and lack support of tear gas 
Squad, imdctered bv these odds. She charged the demonstra- 
tors with a cane. One of the demonstrators ran towards her 
with a naked sword but regardless of her personal safety she 
charged the said demonstroiov and others with the cane which 
ultimately succeeded in dispersing the demonstrators and 
restoring pence in the area. 

Shrimati Kiran Bedi exhibited conspicuous courage and 
determination in controlling the unruly demonstrators at a 
grave personal risk to her life. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance as admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from the 5th November, 1978.
